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Government Officials Lead Fight Against 
"Ill-Advised” Sale of Beltsville Lands

Concerted efforts are be¬ 
ing made by city, state and 
federal officials to prevent 
the sale of 260 acres of land 
in the Beltsville Agricultur¬ 
al Research Center. Outrage 
is also being voiced at the 
latest move by the General 
Services Administration to 
evaluate the entire 7,500- 
acre center. This evaluation 
would determine if tneMand 
is being properly utilized and 
if it should be sold to other 
federal agencies or to state 
or local governments, or 
should be auctioned off to 
private individuals. The 
Mary land-N ational Capital 
Park and Planning Commis¬ 
sion and the State Highway 
Administration have indica¬ 
ted interest in obtaining all 
or part of the 260 acres al¬ 
ready declared surplus. 

Both the disposal of this acre¬ 
age aim the creaUou of the now 
special GSA study are being ac¬ 
complished under President Rea¬ 
gan’s executive order 12348 (dat¬ 
ed February 25, 1982), setting up 
the Federal Property Review 
Board to screen available lands 
for sale. The executive action 
was taken in the hope that sale 
proceeds would help reduce the 
federal deficit. 

Maryland Senator Paul Sar¬ 
banes objects to this “going-out- 
of-business-sale approach” to 
federal lands. Sarbanes feels it 
is “ill-advised to sell off long¬ 
term assets by the federal gov¬ 
ernment to create short-term 
revenues against the national 
debt” 

Both U,S. Senators Sarbanes 
and Charles McC. Mathias have 
introduced legislation to block 
selling, leasing or conveying of 
the 260 acres of BARC land. 
Their bill has been referred to the 
Senate’s Governmental Affairs 
Committee. (Senate Bill 423 will 
be discussed at the February 22 
meeting of city council.) 

Congressman Steny Hoyer has 
drafted similar legislation. His 
bill to prevent the sale of BARC 
land also includes a further 5.6 
acres adjacent to the Sunnyside 
neighborhood park (along Rhode 
Island Ave. just outside the Belt- 
way).

other actively used BARC pro¬ 
perty. 

The 1979 BARC Master Plan 
designate d the parcel for farm 

research, use as flood plain and 

protection for a future road cor¬ 
ridor. Some research on frogs 
and special types of farming, as 
well as peripheral entymology 
research, has been conducted on 
the land. 

The 13-acre parcel also pro¬ 
posed for sale is north of the ag¬ 
ricultural library. It is bordered 
by Rhode Island Avenue, Sunny- 
side Avenue, and Baltimore Blvd. 
(Route 1). The soil on this pro¬ 
perty has been used intermittent¬ 
ly for long-term turf research. 
The 1979 BARC Master Plan en¬ 
visions future expansion of the 
administrative area on this par¬ 
cel or a more intensive research 
use. 

A GSA spokesman said that 
the BARC land has been targeted 
for sale because the center is in 
“a viable market area and 
deemed to have significant pro¬ 
perty value.” Its proximity to 
existing and proposed office, com¬ 
mercial and shopping centers 
would be an attraction to private 
developers. 

But John S. Porter, staff as¬ 
sistant to Sarbanes, told the 
News Review in a recent tele¬ 
phone interview that “the kind 
of revenues to be gained from the 
sale of the land have been vastly 
overblown ...” News reports in 
other publications have shown

ing off from its initial rosy pre¬ 
dictions of high dollar revenues 
to be gained from its land-sale 
program. 

Adverse Impact 

While the Goddard Space 
Flight Center had not taken a 
position on the 260 acres already 
excessed, it has gone on record 
opposing any further reduction 
of BARC lands. GSFC officials 
fear that further reduction could 
adversely affect (1) sites they 
lease from BARC for laser and 
optical research and antenna 
testing and (2) the main GSFC 
site which requires a compatible 
environment, free from radio 
frequencies and magnetic inter¬ 
ference. 

Patuxent Wildlife Research 
Center officials also stress that 
it is vital to retain BARC lands 
to preserve the relationship of 
Patuxent, BARC and GSFC in 
order to provide the proper en¬ 
vironment necessary for the 
agencies’ respective research pro¬ 
grams. 

The staff of the National Capi¬ 
tal ^Planning n Comm ission, th e 

central planning commission for 
the Federal government, argues 
that “if the excessing continues, 
(BARC’s) important mission may 
be seriously impaired and the 
significant role that this instal¬ 
lation serves in providing valu¬ 
able open space to the National 
Capital Region will be diminished 
or lost. This open land research 
operation is not only important 
to BARC but is also very im¬ 
portant in providing a favorable 
setting for the research activi¬ 
ties in the Patuxent Wildlife Re¬ 
search Center and the Goddard 
Space Flight Center as well.” 

County Councilman Richard 
Castaldi warns that selling BA¬ 
RC land on the open market 
would have an adverse impact on 
the communities of Greenbelt, 
Bowie and Glenn Dale. Any land 
use change from its designation 
as open space, he argues, could 
have a “severe environmental im¬ 
pact on these and other commun¬ 
ities in northern Prince Georges 
County.” He calls for a complete 
environmental impact study prior 
to any land use changes. 

Castaldi also points out that 
Greenbelt’s plans for develop¬ 
ment have been and continue to 
be based on the open space zon¬ 
ing of the BARC property. “It 
would be most difficult to main¬ 
tain the land use balance Green-

SNOW BLANKETS CITY; 
GREENBELT SHOVELS QHT

While the whole East Coast from North Carolina tc 
New England lay under 50 billion tons of snow that para¬ 
lyzed transportation, Greenbelt again faired better than 
other areas, a surprising feat considering the 21 inches 
of snow that fell in our immediate area. 

A neighbor jokingly rebuked Greenbelt’s city manager, 
Jim Giese, saying the streets in Greenbelt were in such 
good shape Friday morning that he cheerfully drove off for 
work unaware of his folly. 


“Because the snow came during 
the day, our public works crew 
was able to stay ahead of it r ” said 
George Smith, Director of Public 
Works, “During the ’79 storm, 
the snow came faster and at 
night — the crews lost that one.” 
By Monday night the city crews 
had done about as much as they 
could. “We’re looking forward to 
people going to work” said Giese, 
“so we can clear the parking 
lanes.” 

No trash collections were at- 


How to Help 

City and GHI crews have 
had difficulty clearing Green- 
belt’s narrow residential 
streets and courts. If possible, 
residents are requested to 
keep cars off streets or park 
cars as close to the curb as 
possible. 

Assistance is needed from 
residents to uncover fire hy¬ 
drants and clear drain inlets. 

A potentially serious prob¬ 
lem is the lack of concern 
shown by pedestrians as they 
walk in the roads. Pedestri¬ 
ans should be aware that peo¬ 
ple driving vehicles on snow 
do not have the greatest con¬ 
trol. 

tempted either Friday or Mon¬ 

day. Giese said the public works 
crews planned to try to collect 
both routes on Tuesday, but he 
doubted they would be able to. 

Only where abandoned cars 
blocked the way did the city’s 
streets remain for a time un¬ 
plowed. In a classic example, 
four cars had been abandoned in 
staggered fashion up the middle 
of Hamilton Place, the street 
leading to the GHI administra¬ 
tion and maintenance buildings. 
No plows could get through. The 
last car was finally moved dur¬ 
ing the day on Monday, accord¬ 
ing to GHI Director of Mainte¬ 
nance Joe Whalen. GHI secretary 
Judy Holland found her own so¬ 
lution. She dug out her real Es¬ 
kimo Mukluks made of seal skin, 
saved from her years of living in 
Alaska, and walked to work. 
“There was no place to park a 
car,” she said. 


After their equipment gave out 
under the dual strains of continu¬ 
ous 24-hour use and heavy wet 
snow, GHI was forced to rent 
equipment. “Costly,” said W r ha- 
len, but by then equipment was 
hard to find, 

Whalen praised his men, who 
worked four at a time, in shifts 
around the clock front 2:30 a.m. 
on Friday till Monday morning. 
Crews worked until midnight 
both Monday and Tuesday. By 
late Tuesday, half a dozen courts 
on Ridge Road and all on East- 
way had been cleared of snow. 
'They were to continue the job, 
using door hangers to tell mem¬ 
bers which day to move their 
cars out of the court. 

Likewise,. Whalen praised GHI 
members. “A lot were angels. 
Helping themselves and their 
neighbors to dig out cars and 
courts,” he said. A few were 
protective of their cleaned park¬ 
ing spots, leaving a proprietary 
sign warning others to stay out. 
Some were clever—using a dum¬ 
my sitting in a lawn chair. “Ba-

Room for Improvement 

To the Editor: 

Now that the city council va¬ 
cancy question has been resolved, 
I*d like to share some thoughts 
from my perspective as a candi¬ 
date and citizen. First, I am 
grateful to fellow Greenbelters 
and our city council for this op¬ 
portunity to aspire to such an im¬ 
portant role on our city’s govern¬ 
ing body. ... To those who sup¬ 
ported my candidacy, I extend 
special thanks for their words of 
encouragement, loyalty and many 
thoughtful endorsements. 

The city was placed in an un¬ 
easy state of flux due to the fail¬ 
ures of the selection process used. 
Please note that I believe the in¬ 
ability of the city council to select 
a candidate was a reflection of 
the process, not the four council 
members. Yes, they should have 
displayed foresight and worked 
out an effective approach to re¬ 
placing former mayor Castaldi 
back when he won the primary 
and his ultimate election to the 
county council appeared likely. 
However, the process they even¬ 
tually devised was reasonable 
within the parameters establish¬ 
ed by the City Charter, Unfortu¬ 
nately, it suffered one flaw — it 
did not provide a mechanism for 
breaking a deadlock. 

We cannot expect unanimity 
from our city council members 
on all matters, nor believe that 
compromise can always be ac¬ 
complished. However, we have 
the right to expect that they es¬ 
tablish a written, definitive meth¬ 
odology for ensuring that council 
vacancies are filled smoothly in 
the future. Perhaps the mayor 
should be given an additional 
“tie-breaker” vote or a special 
election could be held if it were 
conducted at least 12 months in 
advance of a general election. I 
urge the city council to work now 
to develop a better approach.

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Two local residents were ar¬ 
rested after they broke into the 
Co-op Supermarket in the early 
hours of Feb. 11. An alert citi¬ 
zen reported that the door had 
been damaged. Responding of¬ 
ficers found the suspects inside 
the store. 

Chief William T. Lane has 
commended several members of 
the Greenbelt police department 
for their outstanding work in 
solving a case which closed 16 
cases of breaking and entering, 
mostly in the city. The officers 
commended were Sgt. Ernest W. 
Brumley, Cpl. Edward D. Blake, 
Cpl. Terrence M. McGrath, Cpl. 
John A. Lann, Cpl. Michael D. 
Craddock, Pfc. Marr D. Sapping- 
ton, Pfc. Fred E. Murray and Of¬ 
ficer Gregory E. Lynn. Chief 
Lane particularly commented on 
the expertise shown by each offic¬ 
er and the teamwork which re¬ 
sulted in successful closure of the 
cases. 

A strong-arm robbery took 
place last week when three occu¬ 
pants of a vehicle beat and rob¬ 
bed a hitchhiker they had picked 
up. They dropped the victim out 
on Greenbelt Road near the Belt- 
way. Pfc. Craig Rich was almost 
immediately flagged down by the 
hitchhiker, who reported the rob¬ 
bery. Rich spotted the suspects’ 
car and arrested the occupants, 
who were identified by the vic¬ 
tim. 

After an evening entertain¬ 
ment recently at Eleanor 
Roosevelt Senior High School, 
three male subjects started ar¬ 
guing with a couple who were 
leaving. The argument became 
heated and the couple was as¬ 
saulted. The suspects fled before 
the police arrived. 

A woman who was jogging at 
the ERHS track reported an in¬ 
decent exposure incident.

Greenbelt’s first town clerk, 
Winfield McCamy, died on Febru¬ 
ary 13 at the Washington Adven¬ 
tist Hospital. She would have 
been 84 in another month. A 
funeral was held at Gasch’s Fu¬ 
neral Home on February 16. Bur¬ 
ial will be in Knoxville, Tennes¬ 
see. 

One of the first settlers in 
Greenbelt, Mrs. McCamy was hir¬ 
ed by the Farm Security Admin¬ 
istration, then charged with re¬ 
sponsibility for administration of 
the new town. She had two titles 
— one as town clerk, the other 
as secretary to the community 
manager. She took office in Oc¬ 
tober 1938. After the city be¬ 
came responsible for its own 
governance, Mrs. McCamy was 
appointed purchasing agent in 
October 1946. On January 1, 
1947 she became city clerk, a po¬ 
sition from which she retired on 
February 28, 1962. 

At that time the city council 
passed a resolution honoring Mrs, 
McCamy for her long service to 
the city. The resolution noted 
that she had served as city clerk, 
purchasing agent, registrar of el¬ 
ections, secretary to the city 
manager, and, on occasion, as 
acting city manager. It noted also

sically, our members proved this 
is a co-op. People were really 
tremendous.” 

Fire Department 

“We were extremely lucky,” 
said Bill Dunn, referring to dis¬ 
asters that might have occurred 
in Greenbelt during the blizzard 
of ’83. Greenbelt was singularly 
free of emergency calls that 
might have taxed the abilities of 
the Volunteer Fire Department 
and Rescue Squad to respond. 
Dunn, who is assistant chief, cit¬ 
ed 10 ambulance runs and five 
calls for the fire engine between 
1:30 a.m. Friday, when the snow 
emergency began, and 8:30 p.m. 
on Sunday. 

Eighteen crew members spent 
Friday night at the fire house— 
just in case. During the heaviest 
of the snow, the city’s plows tried 
valiantly, but vainly, to keep the 
apron clean before the doors for 
the vehicles. On Saturday after¬ 
noon they returned and cleaned 
up the whole area. In readiness, 
the F. D. and R. S. crew had put 
chains on the equipment, and a 
four-wheel drive truck was used 
for routine trips when an am¬ 
bulance would normally have 
gone out. 

No Greenbelters keeled over 
from shoveling. “We were really 
surprised,” said Dunn, There 
were slips and falls, bangs, 
bruises, and possible fractures. 
One call was for an asthma at¬ 
tack, another for a person with 
difficult breathing. And the own¬ 
er of the truck drove one woman 
all the way to her home in Mary¬ 
land City in Anne Arundel Coun¬ 
ty. She is employed in the city 
but was anxious to get home 
where she had vital kidney med¬ 
icine. 

It’s hard to believe, but there 
were two brush fire calls. The en¬ 
gine went out also for an auto¬ 
mobile accident—no injuries. The 


crew made one house fire call, but 
it was a false alarm. Alarm 
systems tend to short out when 
there is so much moisture. 

Luckily all the utilities stayed 
on. If you waited long enough, 
you got through on the phones. 

Yes, we were really lucky. 

Police Department 

The Greenbelt police depart¬ 
ment experienced no storn^-re- 
lated crime in the city. According 
to Police Chief William T. Lane, 
there were so many minor acci¬ 
dents during the Friday storm 
that police were unable to take 
accident reports. Police cars were 
able to move about the city dur¬ 
ing most of the storm but even¬ 
tually chains had to be put on 
the cars. No major emergencies 
occurred in the city but the po¬ 
lice did make an emergency de¬ 
livery of medicine required by a 
citizen who was confined at home 
by the storm. Some members of 
the police department worked for 
16 hours (a double shift) to com¬ 
pensate for the absence of other 
members who were unable to re¬ 
port for duty. 

Miscellaneous 

One of the many msyteries of 
the storm was the small calico 
cat that workers found at the 
back door of the library Monday 
morning. There didn’t seem to be 
any way that she could have 
crossed the foot and a half of 
snow in the unplowed parking 
lot, but there she was, mewing 
for attention. 

Contrary to the slogan of the 
United States Postal Service, 
snow did cause the mails to be 
delayed in some cases on Friday 
and because mail trucks were 
unable to get through the snow, 
there was no delivery on Satur¬ 
day.

Greenbelters Battle Snow 
To Help in USDA Research

Despite a record snowfall that 
paralyzed local traffic last Fri¬ 
day, snowbound Greenbelters who 
usually go twice daily to the 
United States Department of Ag¬ 
riculture (USDA) Human Nutri¬ 
tion Center to participate in a 
research study were able to con¬ 
tinue as usual in the project be¬ 
cause meals were brought to 
them. Although last Friday gov¬ 
ernment workers were given the 
day off and kitchen personnel 
were out, Greenbelter Joan Con¬ 
way and other USDA supervisory 
personnel worked all day Friday, 
Saturday, and Sunday preparing 
food for participants for the 
week-end and the following Mon¬ 
day. Packaged and frozen meals 
for 2V% days were home-deliv¬ 
ered Friday afternoon in the 
snowstorm to approximately 15 
local residents by Greenbelters 
Caitlin Owens and Teresa and 
Eileen Downs. Such extraordinary 
efforts demonstrate the coopera¬ 
tive spirit of Greenbelt residents 
in an emergency and the dedica¬ 
tion that many government 
workers demonstrate in carrying 
out their jobs. 

This USDA research study is 
designed to determine the effect 
of diet in the causation of cer¬ 
tain degenerative diseases. Sub¬ 
jects are fed a diet low in fat, 
cholesterol, sucrose and salt and 
high in dietary fiber. The goal is 
the development of a model diet 
that may assist individuals to re¬ 
duce the risk of heart disease and 
diabetes.

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BARC Issues, Crescent Road 
Transfer Discussed by Council

Concerns about the Beltsville Agricultural Research 
Center (BARC) and its environs again occupied the atten¬ 
tion of the Greenbelt city council at its February 7 regular 
meeting. A BARC master plan revision (Update No. 1) 
was the subject of a hearing before the National Capital 
Planning Commission (NCPC) on February 3. In reporting 
on the hearing, City Manager James Giese said that all 
parties represented, including NASA and Patuxent Wild¬ 
life Research Facility as well as BARC officials, opposed the 
extension of the proposed Intercounty Connector road east 
of the Baltimore-Washington Parkway to Route 450. How¬ 
ever ,the BARC master plan accepts construction of the In¬ 
tercounty Connector between 1-95 and the Parkway — a 
connection which the Greenbelt city council continues to 
oppose. 


The BARC master plan update, 
dealing primarily with traffic 
routes, appeared to be aimed at 
reducing traffic through the re¬ 
search facility. One provision 
proposed the restriction of traffic 
on Powder Mill Road to internal 
BARC traffic, and the rerouting 
of through traffic onto a new ar¬ 
terial road along the northern 
perimeter of the research center 
in the Odell/Muirkirk Road area. 
The plan did not oppose the 
northward extension of Kenil¬ 
worth Ave., providing no inter¬ 
change at Powder Mill Road is 
included. 

The NCPC was scheduled to 
finish its consideration of the 
BARC master plan on February 
17. The city council has instruct¬ 
ed the staff to represent the city 
at the meeting and to oppose 
construction of the inter—county 
connector east of 1-95, the ex¬ 
tension of Kenilworth Avenue, 
and the exeessing of any addi¬ 
tional land in the research center. 

In discussing the proposed in¬ 
tercounty connector, Mayor Gil 
Weidenfeld spoke strongly 
against the portion of the con¬ 
nector proposed between 1-95 
and the Baltimore-Washington 


Parkway. He feels that once this 
road gets to the Parkway, pres¬ 
sure to make the Parkway into a 
commercial road will be irresist¬ 
ible. 

Council also voted to support 
the Maryland Senate Joint Reso¬ 
lution No. 9, introduced by Sen¬ 
ators Leo Green, Thomas Yeager 
and Arthur Dorman, urging the 
federal government to prevent 
sale of 247 acres of the Belts¬ 
ville Agricultural Research Cen¬ 
ter. The resolution further re¬ 
quests a halt of the steady re¬ 
duction over the last 12 years of 
the open space and natural buffer 
surrounding the federal installa¬ 
tion. 

A. hearing on the resolution 
before the Senate Finance Com¬ 
mittee was held on February 16. 

Another recurring transporta¬ 
tion subject .also claimed the 
council’s attention. The State 
Highway Administration has 
been trying to transfer responsi¬ 
bility to the city for maintenance 
of Crescent Rd. from the Lake 
Park entrance to Kenilworth Av¬ 
enue and for Ridge Road between 
Crescent and Ivy Lane, The city 
had earlier agreed to assume 
maintenance responsibility for 
these areas but had delayed exe¬

belt has encouraged, should this 
land be developed in a manner 
other than that originally plan¬ 
ned,” he said. 

Congressman Hoyer also is 
highly critical of the proposal to 
sell the property. “I do oppose 
and will continue to oppose,” he 
said, “any proposal which would 
alter the direction and mandate 
of BARC.” In a recent letter to 
the National Capital Planning 
Commission he noted that “. . . 
the work done at the Beltsville 
Agricultural Research Center is 
of worldwide significance.” 

Hoyer observed that in 1979 
GSA reviewed the parcels in and 
surrounding BARC and “decided 
not to include them on their sur¬ 
plus rolls. While the fiscal con¬ 
cerns of our nation have changed 
since then, I feel the direction 
and mandate of BARC have not.” 

The Greenbelt city council 
questions “why the Federal Gov¬ 
ernment is wasting so much mon¬ 
ey on studies of this nature” at 
the same time it pushes forward 
cost-cutting measures. Council 
pointed out that previous studies 
have concluded that “it would be 
far more costly to relocate the 
research center operations to an¬ 
other facility location than the 
government would receive from 
the sale of the land.” 


16 on a bill introduced by State 
Senator Leo Green, Arthur Dor¬ 
man and Thomas Yeager to pre¬ 
vent the sale of the 247 acres of 
BARC land.) 

BARC, internationally known 
as the “leading, most diversified 
agricultural research complex in 
the world,” conducts research on 
a wide variety of subjects, in¬ 
cluding human nutrition, insect 
physiology, plant virology, gen¬ 
etics, sludge, poultry and cattle. 
One of its main functions is solv¬ 
ing food production and distribu¬ 
tion problems. 

The present location of BARC 
makes it possible for its people 
to work closely with other re¬ 
searchers in the high concen¬ 
tration of nearby universities and 
federal laboratories. 

Tyler Bastian, State Archaeo¬ 
logist with the Maryland Geo¬ 
logical Survey, has asked the 
U.S. Department of Agriculture 
for an impact statement. In re¬ 
sponse, the Department noted 
that the National Heritage Pro¬ 
gram has been asked to help de¬ 
termine the existence or absence 
of any endangered species or 
threatened species on the parcels 
declared surplus.

cuting the formal agreement be¬ 
cause of concerns about certain 
safety features of these stretches 
of roadway, particularly the ab¬ 
sence of a guardrail on the north 
side of Crescent at Kenilworth 
Avenue. 

Council was advised by the 
State Highway Administration 
that fill would be placed on both 
sides of Crescent Road at the 
intersection in order to eliminate 
the sharp drop-off and, presum¬ 
ably, the necessity for a guard¬ 
rail. This work is to be done in 
conjunction with a contract 
which has been let for improving 
the intersection of Kenilworth 
Avenue with the ramps from the 
westbound Beltway. 

Council, however, expressed a 
wish to see design plans for the 
fill before agreeing to take over 
maintenance of these sections. 
The city fears that the final con¬ 
figuration might not overcome 
all problems involving the steep 
drop-offs. 

Mayor pro tern Richard Pilski 
added another option to the pos¬ 
sible questions already raised 
when he suggested that the SHA, 
in conjunction with the work to 
be performed at this intersection, 
might be willing to make a turn¬ 
off for a formal entrance into the 
city with a map similar to the 
one on Southway. The staff was 
instructed to sort out the various 
problems with SHA and obtain 
the design plan. 

Lakeside West 

Council briefly considered the 
mechanics of its further consider¬ 
ation of proposed development on 
Parcel 15, known also as Lake¬ 
side West Subdivision, This is the 
land west of Charlestowne Vil¬ 
lage, south of the lake, and adja¬ 
cent to the Beltway, with its sou¬ 
thern end next to the American 
Legion. A council work session 
is scheduled for Wednesday, Feb¬ 
ruary 23, at 8 p,m„ with the 
city’s Advisory Planning Board. 
Affected citizen groups (includ¬ 
ing Lakeside Citizens’ Associa¬ 
tion) are being invited to attend 
and participate.

for grabs by other federal agen¬ 
cies. If none has wanted the 
land, then next in line have been 
state, county and municipal gov¬ 
ernments, in that order, and fin¬ 
ally individuals. In the past, 
these governmental bodies were 
able to acquire federal lands less 
expensively. But now the Reagan 
administration has said that 
generally all interested agencies 
will have to bid for available 
land at a fair market value, sub¬ 
ject to negotiation. 

Both the Maryland-National 
Capital Park and Planning Com¬ 
mission and the State Highway 
Administration have expressed 
interest in acquiring surplus 
land. M-NCPPC wants the land 
for park use. Acquisition of the 
entire acreage would reduce by 
almost 15% the current deficien¬ 
cy in county parkland per 1,000 
population based on state stand¬ 
ards. 

The SHA is interested in ac¬ 
quiring the 247-acre parcel for 
possible use as part of the right- 
of-way for the proposed Inter¬ 
county Connector. SHA is now 
performing alignment studies 
for the connector.

GHI Board Revises Shed Regulations; 
Discusses Boiler Plants, Painting Policy

The Board of Directors of 
Greenbelt Homes Inc. ap¬ 
proved changes in the shed 
regulations and discussed 
the use of boiler plants, win¬ 
dow maintenance and paint¬ 
ing and structural repair of 
block units at its regular 
meeting on January 27. 

Sheds 

With some revisions and much 
discussion the board approved 
the changes in shed regulations 
as recommended by the Aesthet¬ 
ics and Environment Committee. 
Board members spoke of the need 
to have ^heds comply with these 
standards and not to detract 
from the appearance of GHI 
homes or the GHI community. 

Among the changes in the reg¬ 
ulations was the raising of the 
maximum height of sheds from 
7 to 8 feet (to match many of the 
types currently on the market). 
Only those unattached sheds 
placed beneath or beside windows 
can be installed without GHI 
approval. Attached sheds, consid¬ 
ered additions, and sheds placed 
away from the house require sub¬ 
mission of written plans for ap¬ 
proval. Plans must include pro¬ 
posed landscaping and/or privacy 
screening. There was a great deal 
of discussion of the desirable type 
of landscaping and the cost-— 
particularly of evergreen plants, 
so the board decided to have 
management review cases on an 
individual basis. Another change 
was to strengthen the provision 
for removal of sheds which are 
in disrepair. 

The new regulations specify 
that "after due notice, a shed in 
disrepair shall be repaired by the 
member or removed by GHI and 
incurred expenses shall be charg¬ 
ed to the member.” As in the 
past, shed must comply upon re¬ 
sale. 

Painting of Masonry Units 

Management requested that the 
board finalize policy regarding a 
painting program for the mason¬ 
ry homes. A number of issues 
were then discussed—from how 
much structural repair needs to 
be done, to a trim paint program 
for all units. The board directed 
management to survey the ma¬ 
sonry units and determine how 
much structural repair is needed, 
make plans to take care of struc¬ 
tural repairs, develop specifica¬ 
tions for all aspects, including 
caulking and sealing, and report 
back to the board at its next 
meeting. 

The general direction was to¬ 
ward a structurally-oriented 
program with a goal of bringing 
all units up to standard. Mem¬ 
bers would have the option of 
letting GHI do the work or

bringing the unit up to an equal 
or better condition themselves. 

Boiler Plants 

"With the completion of the 
conversion, the question of boiler 
plant usage has become an im¬ 
mediate concern. The board has 
instructed committee and man¬ 
agement to explore the issue. 
Uses which have been suggested 
for boiler rooms include: (1) 
storage space, (2) recreation/ 
community space, (3) small busi¬ 
ness/nursery school, (4) new 
housing units, and (5) museum 
. . So begins a December 17 
management study. 

In discussing the issues, board 
member Wayne Williams wanted 
test cases to see which of the 
uses were practical. Board mem¬ 
ber Don Volk recommended more 
planning and that use be ap¬ 
proved on an individual basis. In 
regard to the use as storage 
space, board member Joe Jenkins 
raised the question of theft and 
recommended checking with the 
police for an estimate of the po¬ 
tential problem. Board member 
Frank Gervasi recommended a 
contest to select the best ideas 
for the large, free-standing 
plants. 

The board then directed man¬ 
agement to examine each of the 
plants and recommend the best 
use and alternative use. Manage¬ 
ment would look first at the boiler 
plants under brick and block 
units, since they are the most 
numerous; then consider the at¬ 
tached frame units; and finally, 
deal with the large plants. 

Window Maintenance 

The board again considered the 
maintenance policy for member- 
installed windows, which were 
approved under the rehab pro¬ 
gram. Management has proposed 
that GHI maintain all windows 
in GHI, but in cases where rehab 
standard parts would not fit a 
member-installed window, the 
member would pay the difference 
in price. Board president Jim 
Smith raised the question of pos¬ 
sible differential labor costs for, 


dows. Board member Williams 
thought that there were sufficient 
variations that management 
needed a list of the specific types. 
The board was in agreement that 
GHI will maintain non-standard 
windows but that costs should be 
apportioned fairly and asked 
management to consider all fac¬ 
tors which would influence the 
cost and report back with a more 
detailed proposal. 

Non-standard Heating Systems 
The board considered once 
again the non-standard heating 
systems on Woodland Way and 
how they would be replaced when 
necessary and paid for. The 
board decided to treat these three 
homes like the other eight non¬ 
standard heating systems, in¬ 
stalled by members before and 
during rehab. Specifically the 
board rescinded an earlier mo¬ 
tion to collect reserves to replace 
heating units in the Woodland 
Way homes and instead, for all 
non-standard heating systems, 
replace at the member’s request 
and assess the member full 
charges. The member would re¬ 
pay GHI at the GHI home im¬ 
provement loan interest rate over 
a period not to exceed five years.
